Claims 3-15 and 33-45 stand rejected as unpatentable over Fischell et al., U.S. 
Patent No. 6,016,449. Claims 21-28 stand rejected as anticipated by Fischell. 

This second Amendment submitted by Applicants amends claims 3, 9, 21, 33, and
